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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE YEAR 
1925 
The year 1925 was, like each preceding year, one of real achieve- 
ment in many ways. The record of the accomplishment in acqui- 
sition and in service rendered can only be understood by those 
who carefully read all of the following reports of departmental 
heads. 

It is the function of the Director’s report to summarize re- 
sults and to indicate the significance of particular events; his 
purpose fails if his report is read at the expense of those more 
detailed statements of achievement which follow. 

In many ways the service rendered by the Museum to those 
coming for special contacts (as for lectures, classes, or con- 
ferences) has been strengthened and better organized. 

The capacity to serve both the casual visitor and the more 
serious student, who comes to study the collections without 
special assistance, has also been greatly increased through the 
more adequate labeling of the exhibits, the importance of new 
accessions, and the constant improvement in our installations. 

The responsibility of the Museum of Art is far greater now 
than ever before. It was a simple matter to buy, preserve, in- 
stall, and label objects of art. To indicate the associated historic 
facts is comparatively easy. To bring out the aesthetic values 
is almost easy: but to really interpret works which represent, 
perhaps, the yearning of an individual and through him of his 
age, is a truly difficult task. It is still more difficult to make that 
object live once more, through the awakened imagination and 
an aroused sense of appreciation, so that its place in the spirit- 
ual development of man and the race is evident. To do this is 
the real task of the modern art museum. 


THE TRUSTEES 

The Trustees were saddened by the death, on February second, 
of Hermon A. Kelley, who was one of the incorporators of the 
Museum and had been a Trustee, Secretary, and a member of 
the Executive Committee since its organization and was al- 
ways one of the most active members of the Board. He was a 
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member of the Building Committee and also President of the 
Horace Kelley Art Foundation. Edward B. Greene was elected 
to succeed Mr. Kelley on the Board. 

The Trustees held eight meetings, usually on the third Thurs- 
day of the month. The average attendance has been remark- 
ably good considering the inevitable protracted absences. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 
This important committee held eleven meetings in 1925, acting 
upon the many objects offered for purchase, and buying under 
appropriations from the Board. The Committee passed upon 
1,882 objects submitted for purchase, and 473 objects offered as 
gifts. 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
The Finance Committee continued its most important service 
in connection with the investment of trust funds. Its responsi- 
bility increases yearly with the growth of the Museum’s en- 
dowments. 
THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 
Each year the need of additional endowment to safeguard the 
operation and natural development of the Museum becomes 
more apparent. This matter has been under consideration by a 
committee of the Board, consisting of Messrs. Wm. G. Mather, 
Edward B. Greene, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., John Huntington 
Hord, and Francis F. Prentiss. 
THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 

The Council was not called together formally during 1925 al- 
though individual Councillors have been called upon many 
times for advice and active assistance, to the great benefit of 
the Museum. The thanks of the Trustees and Staff are due to 
the Council for their fine codperation. 

Edward B. Greene was promoted to the Board to succeed 
Hermon A. Kelley, and the following new members added to 
the Council: Messrs. Harold T. Clark, Alfred K. Kelley, Woods 
King, Laurence H. Norton, and Lewis B. Williams. 


THE STAFF 
There were two staff changes during 1925. On July first Douglas 
Moore withdrew as Curator of Musical Arts, in which position 
he had done effective service for over three years; he will give 
his time for several years to study abroad and to composition. 
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His enthusiastic service will long be remembered. He had made 
for himself a fine place in the musical life of Cleveland. 

Arthur W. Quimby, who had been Mr. Moore’s assistant for 
two years, was appointed to succeed him, and has also been en- 
gaged to carry on Mr. Moore’s work as organist and lecturer 
on music, at Adelbert College. 

Rossiter Howard was made Assistant Director; William M. 
Milliken was appointed Curator of Paintings in May; and in 
June, Harold Woodbury Parsons was appointed European 
Representative. 

During the latter part of the year, Professor Charles B. 
Martin has rendered part-time service as docent and lecturer. 

In November, Miss Leona E. Prasse was made Assistant 
Curator in the Department of Prints and Drawings. 

Four members of the staff spent part of the summer in 
Europe: Mr. Milliken spent most of his time in Italy, Mr. 
Sizer in England and France, Mrs. Dunn and Miss Underhill 
in various European cities. 

As usual, fortnightly meetings of the staff and the Curators 
have alternated. These brief meetings have proved most valua- 
ble in keeping the staff members in touch with all the activities 
of the Museum and have resulted in a growing sense of codpera- 
tion and a harmonious pulling together, making the Museum a 
pleasant place in which to work. 

The bonus payments of last June shared by employees, 19 
of whom had served six years or more and thus received the 
maximum payment, indicate the spirit of team work which has 
developed as we approach our tenth anniversary. 

NEW OFFICES FOR CURATORS 
It has been evident for several years that additional offices 
would be required; but the solution was not reached until plans 
for building offices and workrooms in the south attic were ap- 
proved by The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust. 
Their grant of $15,000 made the work possible and the offices 
were occupied in October. 
MEMBERSHIP 


There was a gain of 100 members during the year as explained 
in the report of the Membership Secretary on page 41. In 
November the membership passed the 5,000 mark, dropping a 
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little below at the close of the year. There are so many mem- 
bers lost by death and other causes that it takes a very active 
membership department to overcome these losses and add even 
one hundred new names to the total. The notable gain was in 
Fellows for Life, with an almost equal loss of Fellows, as most of 
these graduated from one class into the other. The fact that the 
Membership Endowment Fund now amounts to $222,755, 
shows how rapidly these endowment memberships accumulate. 
During 1925, $15,075 was added to the Fund from these classes 
of membership; but the growth will be less hereafter unless a 
considerable list of new Fellows can be secured. 
ATTENDANCE 

During 1925 a total of 279,620 people visited the Museum as 
compared with 302,689 in the previous year. This falling off in 
attendance is hard to explain, as the paid admissions have 
steadily increased, reaching the highest point in 1925. 

Despite the falling off in total attendance, the number of 
those coming for lectures, classes, or other purposes which call 
for the direct contact with the Staff, showed a slight gain 
(96,455) which amounted to the very high rate of 34.5% of the 
total attendance of the year.

FINANCES 

The cost of operating the Museum is shown on page 77. As the 
result of careful economies the year closed without a deficit by 
drawing on a small reserve fund which is therefore almost elimi- 
nated. The coming year is made reasonably safe by limiting 
expansion of activities and by an extra grant of ten thousand 
dollars from The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust, 
which probably cannot be counted upon in the future. 

The Trustees are facing the problem, in the near future, of 
providing in some way the necessary additional income for 
operating expenses, without which a curtailment of activities 
will be necessary. The anticipated income for 1926 is barely 
sufficient to cover the approved budget. 

During the year the Museum became a benefactor under the 
A. W. Ellenberger, Sr., trust agreement, which adds at present 
to our unrestricted income and will later provide a substantial 
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endowment fund, the income of which will be available for 
purchases only. 

The financial tables on page 76 will show those who are 
interested the sources of income and the approximate principal 
value of funds established with Trust Companies or held by 
the Museum. The comparative tables of income and expenses 
are on page 77, and the table of income from Endowment and 
other restricted funds on page 78. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


Many notable additions have been made during the year, 564 
items by gift and 1,684 by purchase. Some of these are illus- 
trated in this report, and many have been already described 
in the Bulletin during the year. The Curators’ reports give 
further interesting information and should be read carefully. 


EXHIBITIONS 


During the year twenty special exhibitions were held, one of 
which, however, began in the preceding year. These exhibitions 
are listed on page 67, and are described in the departmental 
reports.

PUBLICATIONS 


In addition to the Annual Report for 1924, two handbooks 
were published: The Handbook of the Severance Collection of 
Arms and Armor by Helen Ives Gilchrist, with thirty-one pages 
of half-tone illustrations, seven pages of armorers’ marks, et 
cetera, is intended as an introduction to the collection. The 
Handbook of the Museum is intended to give, in condensed 
form, information frequently called for in regard to the history 
of the Museun,, its activities, et cetera. Views of the building, 
illustrations of representative objects, with brief descriptions, 
fill 60 of the 72 pages of this book. Each sells for fifty cents. 
It is hoped to add other handbooks from time to time. 
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THE EDUCATIONAL WORK 

Careful reading of Mr. Howard’s report, on page 46, is urged, 
for the usefulness of the Museum is largely gauged by its suc- 
cess in interpreting its treasures and making them of educa- 
tional value to the community. The fact that 68,560 men, 
women, and children were served by the Educational Depart- 
ment within the Museum, and 16,694 outside the Museum, 
making a total of 85,254, is significant. 

The Board of Education and Superintendent Jones and his 
staff have again codperated splendidly; and Miss Horton and 
Miss Malin have continued their effective work in the Public 
School Class Room set aside for this purpose. They have 
worked sympathetically with the Museum staff in carrying out 
a program designed to serve, as fully as possible, the needs of 
the public school children of the city. 

We are more than ever convinced of the necessity for more 
adequate space for children’s work. We are not only constantly 
studying the problem theoretically, but are putting into archi- 
tectural form our plans for an ideal center for child life, in the 
form of a Children’s or Junior Art Museum. After most careful 
study of the problem, Mr. Wade has signed a deed to his 
reversionary rights to an ideal site in the park near the Mu- 
seum. The location includes a natural amphitheatre and ap- 
pealed to Mr. Wade as a perfect spot for the purpose. It now 
only needs a friendly benefactor who will supply funds for the 
building. 

We still hope to be able to announce that a donor has been 
found for the building before June 6, when we celebrate the 
tenth anniversary of the opening of the Museum. 


THE LIBRARY 

The report of Miss Sill, on page 52, shows the important place 
the library holds in our organization, and the increasing use 
made of it by others than the Museum staff. 

A significant gift was that by Mrs. Kelley of 216 books in 
memory of Hermon A. Kelley. These books will always be 
especially prized because of Mr. Kelley’s long association with 
the Museum. 

We are indebted to Edward S. Harkness for a contribution 
of one thousand dollars which made it possible for the Librarian 
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to continue her purchasing to a limited extent. If we are to 
make an intelligent plan for library development, and to secure 
important reference books needed by the Curators, we should 
have, as stated in the last report, an assured income of from 
five to ten thousand dollars for several years. 


THE PRINT CLUB 


The Print Club continues an active aid to the Museum in de- 
veloping the collections and in fostering an understanding of 
prints in the community.. 

Three meetings were held during 1925, at each of which 
William M. Ivins, Jr., Curator of Prints at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, was the speaker. These meetings were held 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph M. Coe on March 3; Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph King on March 23, and Dr. and Mrs. George 
W. Crile on April 13th. All these meetings were well attended. 

The publication for the year was a lithograph by Paul B. 
Travis of Cleveland. The year was closed with 204 members, 
the largest since its organization.

PARK IMPROVEMENTS 


The Museum owes hearty thanks to The Garden Club of 
Cleveland for its splendid and long continued campaign for the 
improvement of the park grounds between the Museum and 
Euclid Avenue. This has resulted, through the use of profits 
from their Italian Street Fair, in the employment of Olmsted 
Brothers to prepare plans. These have been approved by The 
Club, the city authorities, and the President and several trus- 
tees and the Director of the Museum. The Garden Club is to 
pay for the plans and also for the steps near the Museum; Mr. 
Wade offered to pay for the overlook terrace at the Euclid 
Avenue end, and several trustees have subscribed for the cost 
of the reflection pool, and for the trees on or near the Museum 
grounds. The culverting of Doan Brook and all grading, labor 
and planting is to be paid for by the city. This is a notable 
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instance of codperation between the city, two organizations, 
and private citizens, to procure a really splendid improvement. 
The thanks of the Museum and of the community are due to 
Mrs. John Sherwin, President; Mrs. Thomas P. Howell, Chair- 
man of the committee, and the other ladies who have done 


such splendid service through The Garden Club. 
NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 


The sixteenth annual convention of The American Federation 
of Arts was held at the Museum from May 13th to 15th, the 
Museum being host and all regular sessions held in the audi- 
torium. A full and charmingly written account of the Conven- 
tion, with delightful appreciation of the Museum, will be found 
in The American Magazine of Art for July, 1925. Two trustees 
of the Museum, Messrs. Ralph King and William B. Sanders, 
are Vice Presidents of the Federation, and the Director was re- 
elected a Trustee and is member of a special Committee on Art 
Museum Extension. 

The American Association of Museums met in St. Louis from 
May 17th to 2Ist; there was an interesting and varied program 
with good attendance. The Director and Mrs. Whiting, Messrs. 
Howard, Sizer, and Frary, attended all or part of the ses- 
sions. The Director presented the subject, “Codperation of 
Educational Resources of a Community.” He presided at sev- 
eral sessions and was re-elected Vice President, Councillor, and 
member of the Executive Committee. Full report of these inter- 
esting sessions will be found in Museum News for June 15, 1925. 


CONFERENCE FOR EDUCATIONAL COOPERATION 


The Cleveland Conference for Educational Codperation, has 
taken considerable of the Director’s time the past year. The 
Conference early approved the plan of grouping the other 
Museums and The Art School along East Boulevard, and se- 
cured the withdrawal of this land from the market, pending 
further study. It secured a grant from the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion to cover the cost of a self-study by the codperating insti- 
tutions looking toward a codrdinated educational program for 
the community. A Study Committee to report on the results of 
this study was appointed. This consists of Honorable Newton 
D. Baker, Chairman; Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, Messrs. James 
R. Garfield, Philip R. Mather, W. H. Prescott, E. M. Williams, 
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and L. B. Williams. Dr. Beardsley Rum] of New York was ap- 
pointed Adviser to the Committee; and H. N. Irwin was 
granted leave of absence for one year by the Board of Education 
to become Field Secretary. Functional committees have been 
at work throughout the year and it is hoped soon to have all 
preliminary reports in hand. The Conference is doing construct- 
ive work which is being watched by educators with much 
interest. The Director continues as Secretary. 


COOPERATION 


During the year there have been the usual informal con- 
ferences between members of our staff and those of other mu- 
seums and educational institutions. 

Every effort has been made to serve the faculty and students 
of The Cleveland School of Art and of the School of Architec- 
ture through the Library and exhibitions. Students have often 
sketched from objects in the galleries and Library. The advice 
and counsel of our staff has always been available, and we have 
frequently gone to members of their faculties for assistance. 

Talks have been given by members of our staff at morning 
assemblies at the Art School and at Adelbert College. 

Half year courses were again offered for students, at the 
Museum, on the Appreciation of Art, by Mr. Bailey, and the 
Appreciation of Music, by Mr. Moore, with attendance mainly 
of students from The Cleveland School of Art, the School of 
Education, and the Kindergarten-Primary Training School. 

Mr. Howard has given once more a course at the School of 
Education on Saturday mornings. 

The services of Mr. Sizer as lecturer in a course on The 
Introduction to the Fine Arts were offered to Adelbert College 
for the spring term, and judging from the comments of the 
students the experiment was successful. The course is to be 
repeated the spring term of 1926. 

The Director has continued to serve as a member of the City 
Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, and as chair- 
man of its sub-committee on Medal Awards. 

The Director has served as member of an Advisory Com- 
mittee for the School of Applied Social Science at the Univer- 
sity; on a committee called by Commissioner Barry to study 
means for suppressing indecent so-called art magazines; and has 
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delegated duties on two other committees to the Assistant 
Director. 

The Director has continued to serve on an advisory com- 
mittee of the Carnegie Corporation and attended one meeting 
in New York on February 19; also a meeting of the Council of 
The American Association of Museums in New York on Janu- 
ary 19. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whiting attended the opening of the Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Museum in Boston on February 8, at which 
time the Director talked at Harvard College to Professor Sach’s 
museum class on ideals in museum administration. 

During the year paintings have been lent to the following 
institutions: 

The Brooklyn Museum, Carnegie Institute, Boston Art Club, 
and Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. 

Several visiting conventions were given the privileges of the 
Museum, the Rotarians bringing the largest and most enthusi- 
astic delegation on June Ig. 

From August fourth to seventh, the convention of the Nation- 
al Association of Organists met at the Museum; an organ 
recital in their honor being given on August fifth by Charles 
Courboin. 

The Director wishes to take this opportunity to express to 
all members of the Museum organization his thanks for their 
fine codperation and for their loyal support during the year. 

On behalf of the Museum staff and other workers, I wish to 
extend to Mr. Wade, to Mr. King, and the other officers and 
trustees our appreciation of their confidence and to assure them 
that we will all do our best to prove that this trust has not been 
misplaced.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 


M. Mittixken, Curator 


During the year 1925, the Department of Paintings has re- 
ceived through gift a group of important pictures. The work of 
the department has also been supplemented by loans and num- 
erous special exhibitions. 

The year’s accessions were for the most part American; of 
primary interest was the gift of the “Head of a Boy,” by 
George Fuller, a most representative canvas of this great 
American artist, which was added to the Dorothy Burnham 
Everett Memorial Collection as the gift of Mrs. Henry A. 
Everett. A fine canvas “Eddyville,” by Samuel Halpert, and a 
water color, “High Noon,” by a Clevelander, Paul Shively, 
were added to the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection. “The 
Madonna of Ivory,” by Henry G. Keller, a still life painted for 
the most part from Museum objects, was purchased from the 
Seventh Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen and was presented by Mrs. B. P. Bole. The Cleve- 
land Art Association gave a canvas, “Down to the Harbor,” by 
George G. Adomeit. A water color of the Grand Canyon, 
“Golden Light,” by Ferdinand Burgdorff, was another Cleve- 
land product, given by Mrs. Stevenson Burke. Two water colors 
were purchased for the permanent collection from the Second 
Exhibition of Water Colors and Pastels, ““A Mining Village,” 
by Charles Burchfield, a former Cleveland artist, and “Harlem 
River,” by Preston Dickinson. A painting by William S. Robin- 
son came from The Annual Exhibition of The Lyme Art Asso- 
ciation and was presented as a gift from that Association. 

The remaining accessions were of European provenance, the 
most important being the fine Toulouse-Lautrec of “Monsieur 
Boileau,” sometimes called “Au Café.” This was added to the 
Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection. ““The Burgomaster’s Portrait,” 
by Anto Carte, the gift of J. H. Wade, was purchased from the 
special exhibition of that artist’s work so successfully held here 
during the year. A water color by Lepére was a generous gift 
from Ralph King. 

It will be seen from the above enumeration that the year’s 
development has been very one-sided. The hope is that through 
the aid of ““The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art,” an 
organization approved in December by the trustees, funds may 
be acquired which will permit a more constructive rounding of 
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the collection than has been possible since the opening of the 
Museum nine years ago. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett has repeated her loans of American 
art which it has been a pleasure to report in the past, and Sal- 
mon P. Halle lent a large canvas, “Flodakulla,” by Anders 
Zorn. By a very generous anonymous loan a most important 
opportunity was given Clevelanders to enjoy fine works by 
Rembrandt, Hobbema, Hans Muelich, Luini, Pinturicchio, 
Del Sarto, Watteau, Gainsborough, Romney and Reynolds. 
Many water colors were also lent for the Water Color Exhibi- 
tion by Ralph King, Frances King, Ralph Tewksbury King, 
J. H. Wade, E. B. Greene, Charles T. Brooks, Selma Sullivan, 
Henry F. Pope, and others. 

The painting galleries were rehung many times and a series 
of special exhibitions were held in Galleries 1x and x. These 
included the Manet, Morisot, and Renoir exhibition, which 
held over from the end of the previous year; The Second Exhi- 
bition of Water Colors and Pastels; the Foreign Paintings from 
the Twenty-third International Exhibition at Pittsburgh; The 
Max Bohm Memorial Exhibition; and an exhibition of the work 
of Anto Carte. The Seventh Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen, held in May, passed the record 
achievement of last year. The number of items sold was one hun- 
dred and forty-five for a total of $12,595. The markedly im- 
proved quality of the exhibition as a whole shows conclusively 
that by means of this exhibition the Museum is definitely rais- 
ing the quality of Cleveland art and providing a market for it. 
The Fifth Annual Exhibition of Contemporary American 
Painting, including sixty canvases by the leading painters of 
the country and thirty by Cleveland artists, was held as usual 
in the month following. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 

M. MILuiken, Curator 
The year 1925 has been a notable one for the Decorative Arts 
Department. The acquisitions have not been great in number, 
but in quality they outrank the growth of any previous year. 
This growth has been made possible in part by purchase, in 
part by most generous gifts from a group of donors whose gen- 
uine interest and sympathy have meant much in the growth of 
the Museum.

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Of primary importance was the gift by J. H. Wade of the 
famous Stroganoff ivory. This remarkable example of Byzan- 
tine art of the tenth to eleventh century, ranks with the su- 
premely great things which the past has left as its legacy. Its 
acquisition makes a visit to Cleveland incumbent on every 
student of the medieval period and every lover of truly fine 
things. This ivory has been famous for seventy-five years and 
has been described or reproduced many times in manuals and 
histories of art. 

In addition, by gift from The John Huntington Trust for the 
John Huntington Collection, the Museum has become the pos- 
sessor of two angels of marble, Italian, of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. These angels are first of all objects of great beauty and 
they represent as well in its most eloquent and appealing aspect 
the art of the century which preceded the Renaissance in Italy. 
Again the Museum has to thank the Huntington Trust 
for its important part in the actual development of the col- 
lections. 

Other accessions were a fragment of a frieze from the Chateau 
de Bonnivet added to The Dudley P. Allen Collection; an 
Italian chair of the sixteenth century, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard M. Hanna; and a group of tools, presented by an 
anonymous donor in memory of Dr. Dudley P. Allen. An addi- 
tional purchase for the Allen Collection was a fine French chair 
of the Regency Period, the most beautiful eighteenth century 
chair in the Museum’s collection. A fine bit of Regency carving 
was also presented by Arnold Seligmann. 

Another addition to the sculpture collection was a fine stone 
head, French, of the fifteenth century, the gift of the noted 
French critic and connoisseur, René Gimpel. This is an addi- 
tional proof of his continued interest in the Museum. The other 
sculpture gifts were by modern artists. Of these the “Head of 
Alphonse Legros,” by Jules Dalou, presented by John F. 
Kraushaar, gains additional interest from the large number of 
prints by Legros in the permanent collection. Ralph King 
made three handsome gifts, ““La Fin de Rembrandt,” by Bour- 
delle, and unique casts of “Up Hill” and “Down Hill,” by 
Anna Vaughn Hyatt. Mrs. Salmon P. Halle presented, from the 
Cleveland Annual Exhibition, a fine marble torso by Max 
Kalish. 
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Three beautiful gold and silver boxes of the early nineteenth 
century were given by an anonymous donor. These objects, of 
exquisite craftsmanship, set with stones of fine quality, make 
an interesting addition to the small group presented previously 
by Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Wade. 

A number of important loans are recorded through the year. 
These include a group of French bronzes, for the most part by 
Rodin and Bourdelle, lent by Salmon P. Halle; a remarkable 
thirteenth century wooden statue and a champlevé enamel box, 
lent by Samuel Mather; the beautiful Flemish tapestry, “The 
Brook,” lent by Mr. and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna; and two 
fine Beauvais tapestries, lent by John D. Fackler. 


THE TEXTILE COLLECTION 


GertruDE UNDERHILL, Assistant in Charge of Textiles 


During the past year the Textile Collection received a series of 
important accessions of one hundred and fifty-seven pieces. 
Eleven groups of these fabrics, one hundred thirty-one pieces 
in all, came from the Near East and are fine examples of the 
loom and needle arts of the eighteenth, nineteenth, and twen- 
tieth centuries. India, Java, Sumatra, Persia, Cambodia and 
Siam are represented. The high quality of the textiles is due to 
the courtesy of Ananda K. Coomaraswamy, Keeper of Indian 
and Mohammedan Art in The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
who purchased the fabrics for the Museum in the Orient. This 
notable addition is a gift of J. H. Wade. 

Twenty-one Peruvian textiles of the pre-Inca period were 
added during the year. These supply a long felt need, since the 
Museum has had few important examples of the weaving of 
these early South American people. A fragment of seventeenth 
century Persian brocade is another important addition to the 
early historic series. These are also the gift of J. H. Wade. 

A large English silk shawl of the nineteenth century is the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Herman Friedman, and a piece of Italian 
velvet of the seventeenth century, the gift of P. W. French & 
Company. Two embroidered towels, peasant work from the 
Vladimir provinces of Russia, were added as the gift of Mrs. 
C. M. Tarasov. 

Three special exhibitions were held in the Textile Study 
Room during the year—Chinese and Japanese brocades and

damasks from the Museum collection were on view from Janu- 
ary first to the end of March. On April first, following the cus- 
tom of previous years, an exhibition of peasant work was in- 
stalled. Russian and Ukrainian embroideries and weaving 
were displayed, for the most part being lent by residents of 
Cleveland. From July first until the end of December the col- 
lection of lace owned by the Museum was on view in the Study 
Room and the Educational Corridor. 

The Textile Collection has been used to a considerable extent 
by students; during the year twenty-eight classes from the 
College for Women and high schools of the city came for talks 
on laces, textiles, and tapestries, and in addition many indi- 
vidual students have come to study textile design. 


REPORT OF THE ORIENTAL DEPARTMENT 
THEODORE Sizer, Curator 

The department has acquired, during the past year, through 
gift and purchase, a variety of interesting and important ob- 
jects from widely distant sections of the Orient. Of the art of 
India, there were added to the collection, gifts of J. H. Wade, 
five typical Rajput miniatures, the first of the purely native 
Indian school to come to the Museum. Again from Mr. Wade, 
the Museum received its first examples of early Siamese bronze 
sculpture, a splendid head of Buddha about fifteen inches high, 
and a small, delicate standing figure of the same deity. Two other 
pieces of bronze were added to the collection, a Chinese sacri- 
ficial vessel of the Han Dynasty (206 B.c.-220 a.D.), from Samuel 
Mather; and a small sculptured ram of the same period, show- 
ing Scythian influence, purchased for the Dudley P. Allen col- 
lection. Other purchases for the same collection consisted of 
about one hundred Japanese stencils, ingenious examples of 
pure design; a Persian bowl, Guebri ware, dating from the ninth 
century; and a stylized piece of Chinese wood sculpture, the 
head of an old patriarch, which dates from the Ming Dynasty 
(1368-1644 A. D.), or possibly earlier. Additions to the Charles 
W. Harkness collection consisted of a delicate Persian drawing 
of the sixteenth century, and seven pieces of terra cotta bas- 
relief sculpture which were made in China about the beginning 
of the Christian era. It is just such vigorous bits of sculpture as 
these spirited terra cottas from the past, that form much of the 
basis of the modern movement. 
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It would serve no purpose to record here all of the changes 
made in the three Oriental galleries during the past year. The 
removal of the modern Indian wood-work from the window of 
Gallery x11 was commented upon in the Bulletin for Sep- 
tember. Thanks to Joseph Lindon Smith, a number of this 
artist’s paintings from the ruins of Ankor in Cambodia and of 
Boro-Budur in Java, all loans, were exhibited in the Near 
Eastern Gallery. The principal loan in the field of Chinese art 
was that of eighteen paintings of the Sung and Ming Dynas- 
ties, from C. T. Loo, which were shown in Gallery x11 during 
the summer months. To Salmon P. Halle, the Museum is in- 
debted for the loan of a large piece of modern Chinese crystal, 
and to Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., for a fine primitive Chinese 
bronze—a pair of horses—dating from the Chou Dynasty 
(1122-255 B.c.). The Museum was able to exhibit a number of 
miscellaneous Chinese objects loaned in former years by Ralph 
King and Worcester R. Warner, the department’s two greatest 
benefactors. 

There are so many fields of the art of the East that the Mu- 
seum has only skimmed or not touched at all, that it would be 
tedious to list them here, this point being more fully treated in 
the last two Annual Reports. It is hoped that the next year will 
bring forth as many and as fine additions to the collection as 
those recorded above. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


Both gifts and purchases for the past year were as diversified 
as usual, acquisitions ranging from anonymous Italian nielli 
and German woodcuts of the fifteenth century, to the work of 
some of the more advanced members of the modern school. 
Figures in themselves prove but little; one fine print might be 
worth more to the collection than hundreds of second rate 
examples. Nevertheless, it is interesting to note that in 1922, 
508 prints were added through gift and purchase; in 1923, 495; 
in 1924, 732, and 567 during the past year. The latter cover a 
period of five and a half centuries, and may be divided among 
the following nationalities: French, 295; American, 79; Ital- 
ian, 78; German, 47; Hungarian, 26; British, 24; Dutch, 14, 
and Spanish, 4. The Print Club, now in its sixth year of ex-

istence, presented by far the largest number of gifts; 138 prints 
having come from the Club as a whole, and 144 from indi- 
vidual members. The Club’s gifts vary from fifteenth century 
Italian woodcuts to cliché-verre prints of the Barbizon school; 
from lithographs by Daumier to those of Matisse. Ralph King 
presented 106 prints and 8 drawings, including the work of such 
masters as Schongauer, Diirer, van Leyden, Cranach, Claude 
Lorrain, Toulouse-Lautrec, as well as some of the more inter- 
esting of the contemporary French graphic artists. The next 
largest group of prints, 26 examples of modern Hungarian 
work, came from the United Hungarian Societies of Cleveland, 
through the efforts of Julius Mihalik of The Cleveland School 
of Art. These prints cover a field in which the Museum had 
heretofore been entirely lacking. Other gifts, too numerous to 
list separately, came from Caroline Armington; Francis Hill 
Bigelow; the children of Harvey H. Brown; P. & D. Colnaghi 
and Company of London; The Foster Brothers of Boston; 
George E. Gage; Maurice Gobin of Paris; Marcel Guiot of the 
same city; E. Hesketh Hubbard of Salisbury, England; Allen 
Lewis; Mrs. Henry Lyman; The North Shore Association of 
Gloucester, Massachusetts; George T. Plowman, Jr., of Oak 
Park, Illinois; Margery Austen Ryerson; Mrs. F. Seldon; Mrs. 
Henry Upson; J. W. Walton, and Edward Weisgerber. 

Purchases were entirely confined to the Dudley P. Allen 
collection, 199 prints being added. These consisted of important 
groups of lithographs by Daumier and Gavarni, of sixteenth 
century Italian chiaroscuros, of etchings by the brothers Hop- 
fer, and of engravings by van Leyden, besides a great variety 
of miscellaneous prints all the way from Holbein to Pop Hart, 
from Woelgemut to Gauguin. 

A great step forward has been taken in the field of drawings. 
In 1923 there were 31 in the collection; in 1924, 35 were added; 
and last year this was increased by 22. Eight drawings by such 
masters as Burne-Jones, Orpen, Strang and Forain, came from 
Ralph King. From Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., the department re- 
ceived the lovely Boucher drawing, illustrated opposite page 37 
besides five examples of the art of the contemporary French 
graphic artist, Jean Louis Forain. Two prize drawings were 
purchased by The Print Club from the last May Exhibition 
and presented to the Museum. Four drawings, three sixteenth 
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century Italian, aid the Fragonard “Scene in a Park,” illus- 
trated opposite page 36, were added to the Dudley P. Allen 
collection; and two by the Jugo-Slav sculptor, Mestrovic, to 
the Hinman B. Hurlbut collection. Over seven hundred repro- 
ductions of drawings by the old masters were added to the 
department. 

It would be tiresome to record all the exhibitions held during 
the year, a list of which may be found on page 67. The principal 
ones held in Gallery x were of French eighteenth century color 
prints, lent by Arnold Seligmann, Rey & Co., Inc., and the 
Rosenbach Company, both of New York; lithographs by 
Legros, lent by Lewis B. Williams; a selection of the Panama 
Canal lithographs by Joseph Pennell, presented in 1921 by the 
Honorable Myron T. Herrick; prints donated by The Print 
Club; contemporary Hungarian prints; lithographs by Fantin- 
Latour presented in 1920 by Ralph King; and finally, an exhi- 
bition of drawings by old and modern masters lent by local 
collectors and by various dealers in New York and Chicago. 
A large exhibition of prints and drawings was held in Gallery 
vu during the time of the May Exhibition for Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen. Many changes, too numerous to men- 
tion, were made in the Print Gallery (x1). A number of early 
prints of tournaments and battles, were hung just off the 
Armour Court. 

Phoebe Cutler, assistant to the Curator, left the department 
in March, after a year and a half of excellent work, to teach in 
Boston. Leona E. Prasse has ably filled this position since 
January. The Junior League provided six volunteer workers: 
Elizabeth Crile, Polly Garfield, Mrs. David S. Ingalls, Mrs. 
R. Livingston Ireland, Jr., and Phyllis Peckham, who have 
rendered splendid assistance in the Print Room. 

Although, with the passing of each year, the collection be- 
comes more broadly representative, still there are many gaps 
to be filled. The widest of these is German, there being little of 
importance in the collection from the end of the sixteenth 
century to the present time. As an average of over sixty per 
cent of the additions to the department in the past four years 
came as gifts, it is hoped that this most fortunate situation will 
continue.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF EARLY AMERICAN ART 


Once more we have to report that no purchases were made for 
this Department during the past year, largely because of the 
urgent need of funds for important acquisitions in other de- 
partments. As a successor to Mr. Park has not been appointed, 
the work has been carried on by the Director. It is hoped soon 
to formulate definite plans for a logical development of this 
department, and also to find friends who will be interested in 
helping to carry them out. 

Two additions to the collection were received during the 
year. The self-portrait of Alvan Clark was presented by Francis 
H. Bigelow in February; and Mrs. John Huntington bequeathed 
to the Museum the portrait of George Washington, attributed 
to Gilbert Stuart, which was received in December. This, the 
third oil portrait of Washington to be acquired by the Museum, 
is especially interesting when hung with the oils by Charles 
Wilson Peale and Joseph Wright. The new gift represents 
Washington as a much older man than the others. 


DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL ART 


Rossiter Howarp, Curator 


The department of Classical Art has happily continued to re- 
ceive excellent examples of sculpture, thanks to the skill of 
Harold W. Parsons and the great generosity of J. H. Wade. 
One purchase was made for the Charles W. Harkness Collec- 
tion, a small marble portrait bust of the age of Trajan, prob- 
ably a portrait of the emperor himself. All of the other acces- 
sions are gifts from Mr. Wade. 

The torso of a youth of a character only chiseled in Athens 
during the early fourth century before Christ, and a Trajanic 
Roman portrait of astounding vitality might well contend for 
place of first importance. A very charming Alexandrian head of 
Aphrodite and an Athenian grave monument in the form of a 
lekythos bearing an excellent relief, add to the number of Greek 
sculptures in marble. There are three other fine Roman por- 
trait heads, an Augustan relief carved with the delicacy of a 
cameo, and two excellent terra cottas, one an archaic Etruscan 
satyr head, the other a South Italian figurine of a lady. 

The Egyptian section in charge of this department has re- 
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mained unchanged except for the rearrangement of certain 
cases and the installation of two Old Kingdom reliefs which 
had not before been on exhibition. 


DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Artuur W. Quimsy, Curator 


When, on July 1st, Douglas Moore resigned as Curator, he left 
a well defined department. He had taken the work so firmly 
grounded by Thomas Whitney Surette, pioneer in this field, and 
by his able assistant, Donald Tweedy, and had continued to 
shape it toward the place it should fill in the Museum. He had 
worked out methods of presentation and had determined func- 
tions. The present Curator took over, therefore, a department 
no longer experimental, but, thanks to the wealth of ideas and 
the standard of ideals of his predecessors, a department de- 
veloped, recognized, able to proceed confidently along the 
path marked out for it. 

The three general lines of activity for 1925 have been, as be- 
fore, with the lecture, the organ, and the work with children. 
The lecture in turn has been used in three ways. First, every 
other Sunday afternoon from January to May, and then com- 
mencing again in November there have been musical events for 
those whose degree of musical training demanded either much 
explanation and little music, or the appeal of a wide range of 
subjects. These Sunday events have been in two series, one on 
Great Masters of Music given by the curator—always with 
illustrations—and one which brought such important figures as 
Wanda Landowska, Padraic Colum, Loraine Wyman, Henry 
Eicheim, Boris Saslawsky, as well as the first presentation in 
Cleveland of Ernest Bloch’s Quintet for piano and strings. 
Second, for those whose musical training was further advanced, 
Friday evening lectures on alternate months were given, uf to 
June 1, by Thomas Whitney Surette of Concord, Massachu- 
setts. Because of the press of duties in the East, however, Mr. 
Surette has felt obliged to give up these lectures at the Mu- 
seum, a loss which will be keenly felt by those who have, 
through his long association with the Museum, come to love 
his genial manner and to appreciate the very skillful way in 
which he brought to his audience an intimate understanding of 
the finest music. This fall, therefore, a new series of lectures on 
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ALEXANDRIAN HEAD OF APHRODITE

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Modern Music has been instituted, aiming to bring men who 
can discuss recent movements in music and their national char- 
acteristics. For the third class of listeners, i. e., those who need 
only such explanation as program notes can give and who de- 
sire to hear music in its purer form, there were the concluding 
numbers in the complete series of Beethoven string quartets. 
These had been given during a period covering two seasons and 
had been uniformly well attended. In November a new series 
was begun, this time treating the string quartet from the his- 
torical viewpoint. It is a source of great satisfaction to the de- 
partment to realize that the string quartet is appreciated by so 
large a number of people. 

The second method of presentation was with the organ. 
Recitals were given every other Wednesday evening throughout 
the year except during July, when the organ motor was being 
moved to the basement. Chief among these, stands the one by 
Nadia Boulanger of Paris, and the series of five by Albert 
Riemenschneider of the Baldwin-Wallace Conservatory of 
Music, in which were given the complete organ symphonies of 
Widor. The recital on August fifth by Palmer Christian of the 
University of Michigan, was in connection with the convention 
of the National Association of Organists. The rest were given 
by Mr. Moore and Mr. Quimby. In October Sunday afternoon 
half-hours of organ music were introduced in which the same 
program was repeated every Sunday for a month, the idea being 
to make it possible for people to become thoroughly acquainted 
with at least a few of the masterpieces of organ literature. 

The third general line of activity, that of work with children, 
has continued to be an important part of the department’s 
work. On Saturday morning there were classes for members’ 
children. These were conducted by Mr. Moore and Mr. Quimby 
until the former’s resignation; since then Mr. Quimby has been 
assisted by Miss Mary Sanders of Laurel School. Many musical 
subjects are included among the Saturday afternoon entertain- 
ments for young people. An interesting example of what the 
department can and should do in pioneer work was the intro- 
duction of music appreciation in the public schools. Thanks 
to a grant from the Music Fund of Boston and the codper- 
ation of The Cleveland Orchestra and the music department 
of the public schools, Mr. Quimby was able to give during 
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the seasons of 1923-24 and 1924-25 a number of talks on music 
appreciation in junior high schools of the city. The value of 
such instruction became so apparent to the school principals 
that this year the supervisor of music has found it possible to 
appoint an assistant supervisor of appreciation thereby taking 
the work over into the school system. The department was able 
to bring to the children of Cleveland—earlier, at least, than they 
would otherwise have had it—instruction in the art of listening. 

Among the special events for the year was the performance 
of Pergolesi’s “Stabat Mater” on Good Friday; and an evening 
of Hungarian music and poetry on September sixteenth, given 
in connection with the exhibition of Hungarian prints which 
opened on that date. In addition to his regularly scheduled 
Museum lectures, Mr. Moore gave during the spring months 
two courses: one in music appreciation for the School of Edu- 
cation and the Kindergarten Primary Training School; the 
other in the development of the symphony for a Symphony 
Study Club. He gave talks as listed on page 69. 

The department has continued to gain in influence. This is 
proved by the outside engagements of the curator, by the public 
school work, and particularly by the fact that Carl Engel, 
Chief of the Division of Music at the Congressional Library, 
Washington, D. C., made a special trip to Cleveland to study 
the Museum’s methods of presentation. He was most favorably 
impressed and gave us valuable suggestions. The department 
hopes to maintain the influence which it has in the furthering 
of the cause of good music, and will endeavor to fulfill the 
high ideals of music in an art museum.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY AND 
MEMBERSHIP WORK

PUBLICITY 


The past season’s activities of this department might well be 
covered by the preceding year’s report slightly modified; the 
changes being but records of expansion. The personnel has re- 
mained the same, the policies have been but little changed, and 
the same organizations and publications have continued their 
codperation. 

An increasing amount of publicity regarding the Museum 
has been published, new avenues have been opened, new affilia- 
tions made. The greater part of the July issue of The American 
Magazine of Art was devoted to the Museum, in connection 
with the convention of The American Federation of Arts held 
here in May; the meeting of the National Association of 
Organists brought us considerable publicity; Miss Gibson’s 
articles have appeared each week throughout the year on the 
Plain Dealer’s editorial page; and Museum material has ap- 
peared repeatedly in rotogravure supplements here and else- 
where. Numerous stories are syndicated locally and throughout 
the country. 

Halftone cuts from the Bulletin and Cleveland Topics are 
lent constantly to various publications, one local paper having 
used twenty-one of them in its year book. To facilitate the 
handling of these cuts, proofs have been made on special forms 
which are now classified in loose-leaf binders. 

In addition to preparing regular copy on current Museum 
events, the department is called upon for numerous special 
articles, for illustrative material and for a great variety of 
information pertaining to the Museum and its program. 


MEMBERSHIP 


A significant feature of the year’s happenings has been the com- 
pletion of a large group of Fellowships taken out in 1916, when 
the Museum was first opened. Having made ten payments of 
$100.00 each, these Fellows now become Fellows for Life. As 
all the money received from these higher memberships is added 
to the Membership Endowment Fund, the annual income pro- 
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duced by it will be available in perpetuity for either the support 
of the Museum, or the purchase of additions to its collections, 
as may be deemed expedient. 

The completion of these memberships, however, will cause a 
marked dropping off in the total of membership income next 
year, unless a corresponding number of new Fellows can be 
secured, or these continue to contribute as before. It is hoped 
that most will elect to do this, their contributions being credited 
either to a Fellowship in the name of another person, or toward 
an ultimate Fellowship in Perpetuity. 

A number of transfers to higher classes have been made in 
recognition of gifts received. It is hoped that these too may see 
fit to continue their annual contributions, for it is only as the 
endowment is built up that the Museum can be assured of the 
permanent support required to meet the community’s expand- 
ing needs. 

More than 600 members have been lost during the year be- 
cause of death, resignation, non-payment of dues, and removal 
from the city; so that in spite of continuous efforts throughout 
the year, a net gain of only 100 has been made. On the other 
hand, a number of members have transferred to higher classes 
of membership with increased dues, affording the financial 
equivalent of additional memberships. This is done, not because 
of greater privilege received, but solely as a means of providing 
increased support for the Museum. This spirit of codperation, 
expressing as it does approval of what the Museum is doing for 
the community, is a source of much encouragement. 

The Membership Department not only handles the clerical 
work involved in securing new members, rendering statements 
and collecting dues, keeping membership records and mailing 
lists, and issuing all communications and publications to mem- 
bers, but arranges receptions, codperates with the Educational 
Department in conducting Saturday morning classes, and in 
many ways serves as the means of contact between the Museum 
and its members. 

Three receptions for members were held during the year, two 
in the spring at the opening of the exhibitions of work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen, and of Contemporary American 
Painting. The third was held on the afternoon of October 3oth, 
at the opening of the Exhibition of Sculpture by Ivan Mestrovic. 
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A Symphony Study Course for members was given by 
Douglas Moore in the early part of the year, and in November, 
Professor Charles B. Martin began his series of gallery talks for 
members on “The History of Painting.” 

Following removal of the curatorial staff to their new quar- 
ters, the Membership Department was given space in the 
general offices, adding materially to its comfort and efficiency. 

The Department is about to lose Miss Elise Barker, who has 
been associated with it for four years. Miss Barker has acted as 
assistant secretary for some time, and has been especially valu- 
able in handling the children who attend the Saturday morning 
classes, and in systematizing the work of the Department. 

Nothing spectacular has been attempted in building up the 
membership, but the policies of preceding years have been car- 
ried out constantly and steadily, in the belief that members 
secured on a basis of interest in the Museum and its work, will 
prove more loyal than if the membership is of mushroom 
growth without vital interest in the institution which it supports. 

Whatever may be the method of securing new members, it 
cannot equal in effectiveness the personal suggestion of an in- 
terested member to a friend, and those who enjoy the privileges 
which the Museum affords are urged to arouse the same interest 
in at least one friend, and induce him to enroll his name in the 
Museum’s membership. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 


RossirErR Howarp, Curator 


The volume of educational work during the past year increased 
about 674%. The adult work gained 28%, the child number 
being lessened. In the previous year the children’s work had 
reached the Museum capacity, in spite of a definite effort on 
the part of the staff to increase the effect on the child rather 
than to increase the number of children. During 1925 there 
was a deliberate diversion of staff labor, as forecast in last year’s 
report, limiting the numbers and intensifying the teaching. 

In connection with the Board of Education work there was 
an increasing demand of the public schools for extension work 
from Miss Horton and Miss Malin in demonstration teaching, 
in conference, in preparation and follow-up. This was particu- 
larly true in the matter of picture study, to which Miss Horton 
gave a great deal of time, helping to give form to the wave 
that seemed to rise spontaneously in the schools. There is real 
need for a third teacher representing the Board of Education 
at the Museum, in order to more closely codrdinate the Museum 
work of the schools with the regular school work. 

The experiment planned last year to try out, under fixed 
conditions, a number of methods of Museum teaching of 
children of high normal intelligence, is being carried out by Miss 
Bloomberg under the advice of the School of Education 
psychologist. During the first few months of the year the in- 
structor taught half of each day, feeling out a number of 
methods of attack. The other half day she worked in the 
library sifting the literature of the last few years regarding 
aesthetics and pedagogy of possible bearing on Museum teach- 
ing. She made a highly valuable set of typed notes which have 
strengthened the foundation of the work. This necessarily in- 
volved some statistical loss in classes, but it was worth it. This 
year is the fourth of continued experiment which has been valu- 
able in directing the department’s work with school children. 
There are at least two years of experiment ahead before the 
Museum can be reasonably certain of how best to teach the 
classes coming from the public schools. 

The work with the children of high intelligence quotient has 
developed toward slower and deeper work intended not to 
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stimulate but rather to direct effort on the part of the young 
student. There had been a general complaint that the bright 
children wanted to skim off the cream of any subject and 
hasten on to something new; so it was satisfying to discover 
that they would return week after week to study Egyptian 
inscriptions or Oriental design, using the collections as source 
material in historical or art study. 

Mrs. Dunn was allowed a leave of absence of three months 
to investigate the teaching in progressive schools in Europe. 
Her reports have not directly changed any of the work, but 
they have given encouragement to all departments of it, the 
general principles being in accordance with those of the most 
effective work elsewhere. Miss Underhill had a similar leave, 
but was occupied chiefly with the study of textiles, not directly 
connected with this department. Both of them brought back 
numerous valuable additions to the Lending Collections of the 
Department. 

The marionette and mask performances in codperation with 
Fairmount Junior High School were given under the De- 
partment of Musical Arts, but their value in museum research 
in costume and in mediaeval art should not be omitted from the 
educational report. There has been a falling off in average 
attendance at Children’s Entertainments, apparently due to 
the persistent refusal to provide motion pictures and the failure 
to provide enough creative entertainment to attract the 
children regularly. Motion pictures would bring the crowds 
while diverting them from the Museum purpose. A children’s 
auditorium adapted to dramatic performances would solve the 
problem without compromise. The Sunday Museum Hour for 
Children shows no significant change. 

The Print Club gift of $100.00, reported a year ago, for the 
purchase of facsimile reproductions of fine prints to lend to 
Branch Libraries, has been productive of large results. Boys 
and girls of unusual talent have been discovered and are doing 
excellent work in the advanced drawing class preliminary to 
Art School training. The Print Club was so much pleased with 
the results that it has given a second $100.00 for 1926. Miss 
Julia Raymond has been a most valuable liaison officer and 
home visitor in this connection. 
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The School of Art has continued its generous scholarships in 
its Saturday classes for the talented students who have been 
discovered for them in the Museum classes. Some fifty children 
have now gone to the School of Art from the Museum, the 
majority of them with scholarships based on their work here, 
and a number of them have won full-time scholarships on their 
Art School accomplishment. 

Saturday morning classes of members’ children have showed 
the results of not offering both music and drawing, as the 
Museum did until the fall of 1924. The classes have been small 
enough to be taken care of satisfactorily. The aim has been, 
rather more than formerly, toward an acquaintance with and 
understanding of the art in the Museum. This is carried on 
partly through drawing from the objects, or from memory of 
them; and again with a considerable amount of imaginative 
work given historical setting. 

Dr. Bailey’s lectures to college freshmen have always been 
one of the most eye-opening activities of the Museum. There 
have been physical difficulties of location and schedule which 
have been met this year at one point by making the course 
optional for freshmen in the School of Education. This has in- 
volved an inevitable loss of attendance among those least 
susceptible to art, but there has been a corresponding improve- 
ment in spirit. The course works satisfactorily as required work 
at the Kindergarten Training School and the School of Art, and 
as an elective at the College for Women and Adelbert College. 

Classes from the School of Education do come regularly for 
study of the collections and for observation of teaching. The 
College for Women has sent its classes occasionally for histor- 
ical study, and for the study of textiles. This textile study de- 
veloped into a course of ten lessons at the Museum. 


The Museum gave a second course in art appreciation for 
men at Adelbert College during the spring. It was taught by 
Mr. Sizer, not of this department, but it ought to be men- 
tioned here. There were some fifteen students and they 
came frequently to the Museum, not only with the class but 
repeatedly by themselves, and several of them have asked 
to attend the course, without credit, when it is repeated 
in 1926. 
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Believing that there were too few opportunities for adults 
desiring class study and guidance among the collections, the 
Department obtained the services of Charles B. Martin, who 
retired in June from the faculty of Oberlin College. Professor 
Martin has met, on Monday afternoons, a class of fifteen in the 
History of Painting; on Wednesday and Friday afternoons he 
has held himself ready to guide any persons through the gal- 
leries; and at four o’clock he has given a gallery talk on some 
portion of the collections. The success of the class in the History 
of Painting has suggested the advisability of offering other 
courses. 

The extension courses given for public school teachers in 
connection with the Senior Teachers College have been changed, 
Miss Horton this year giving the course in Teaching Apprecia- 
tion, and the Curator giving a new course on Foundations of 
Modern Art. 

There has been a satisfactory increase of about 50% in the 
average attendance at the Sunday afternoon talks and a some- 
what smaller increase in the average attendance at public 
lectures, which included this year the Holden Lectures on 
Outdoor Art, a course on Cleveland gardens given by Dr. 
Bailey. 

The Extension Exhibits have gained not only in the number 
of groups lent to libraries and schools, in some forty-one 
different places, but still more in the individual objects lent to 
teachers for class use. This latter has proved increasingly valu- 
able as teachers have learned the possibilities of the study 
material, especially such things as textiles, and facsimile repro- 
ductions of ancient ivories and Greek bronzes. 

Members of the Educational Staff have done so much work 
outside of departmental instruction that the attendance sta- 
tistics are not adequate as a guide to the work done. This has 
been especially true of Miss Underhill, in connection with the 
textile department; Mrs. Howard in the Egyptian Gallery and 
in the Museum Bulletin; Miss Gibson in her articles for news- 
papers, magazines, and in her work on the Bulletin; and of the 
Curator in the Department of Classical Art and in Museum 
administration. 

Changes in the staff have included the transfer of Marguerite 
Bloomberg from secretary to the teaching staff, Ida Lee Rogers 
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(A. B., College for Women, 1922) taking the place as secretary; 
Joseph Motto added to teach modeling; and Charles B. Martin 
for Art History and Gallery talks.

DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 


Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 


Our 1925 records show a decided increase in registration work 
over the previous year. The largest loan collection registered 
during the year was one of Hungarian prints received from the 
Hungarian Society of Painter-Etchers, Budapest, Hungary, in 
charge of Julius Mihalik, The Cleveland School of Art. The 
first installment consisted of 928 items, and to this has been 
added from time to time small groups of prints, making in all 
1,103 items. We now have two traveling exhibitions of these 
prints, which will continue well into 1926. 

The Special Exhibition of Mestrovic Sculpture shown in 
Galleries 1x and x during September was by far the most 
difficult to handle of any exhibition received in this Museum, 
because of the great weight and size of some of the objects. 
The long “condition” list which was made for this exhibit 
emphasizes the great need in museums for more careful packing. 

There were 15 special exhibitions held during the year, and a 
large number of foreign objects of unusual interest and value 
were received. 
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During the year there were 7,112 objects handled, distributed 
as follows:

LIBRARY 


Ne tt G. Sixt, Librarian 


The Library is able to record for 1925 a gratifying growth in 
the extent of its collections of books, photographs, and lantern 
slides and a broadening of its usefulness in the community. 

Generous gifts to the library purchase fund, in addition to 
the Eleanor Hilliard Memorial Fund, have made possible the 
acquisition of books of unusual importance and many valued 
volumes have come as gifts. There were received in memory of 
Hermon A. Kelley, as a gift from Mrs. Kelley, 216 volumes on 
art in general which help to fill many gaps in the library 
collection. 

A notable spirit of codperation was shown in the gift of 40 
volumes on Hungarian art by the United Hungarian Societies 
of Cleveland in memory of Dr. Henry Baracs. This collection 
should spread the knowledge of Hungarian art in Cleveland 
and be an inspiration to other groups of citizens interested in a 
particular phase of art. 

Some of the most important older publications needed by 
each Department have been procured, as well as recent works, 
and special attention has been given to building up the collec- 
tion of artist biographies. 

Keeping pace with the growth of the collections is the increase 
in the use made of the available material. More readers visit 
the Library and there is a decided increase in the reference work 
required of the staff. Information on every conceivable art 
subject is furnished not only to members of the Museum staff 
but to artists, club members, schools, and to any others who 
come for assistance or who seek information by mail. 

To promote facility in reference work, an endless amount of 
detail is taken care of by the library workers. Carefully classi- 
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fied and labeled files of lantern slides and photographs, now 
numbering over 10,000 each, are kept up to date and in order; 
thousands of clippings for current art news and dealing with 
contemporary biographical material are of easy access, with 
additions being made daily; 15,000 post cards can be quickly 
consulted for pictures of places and reproductions of works of 
art; a rapidly growing picture file gives illustrations of all sorts 
useful to the artist, designer, and teacher. There are up-to-date 
files of priced sales catalogs; of catalogs of exhibitions in var- 
ious cities; of book, photograph, and lantern slide catalogs. 
Book reviews are filed and listed, and fugitive magazine articles 
are indexed. 

Of all this material, the photographs and lantern slides only 
can be lent for use outside the building. These collections have 
shown great activity during the year, the slides lent (20,132) 
representing an advance of 75% over last year’s circulation and 
the photograph loans indicating a 50% increase. 

The exhibitions in the reading room have been of two classes: 
those having a library interest, as the Dutch miniatures, book- 
bindings, and illuminated manuscripts; and those using library 
material to illustrate the subject most important in Museum 
activities at the time, as the work of Sargent and of Renoir 
reproduced in color, and Pompeian illustrations. 

A more widely spread knowledge of the resources of this De- 
partment of the Museum and an increasing interest taken by 
Museum friends will insure to the Library a sphere of usefulness, 
unique in the community.

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DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY AND PRINTING 
E. A. Rucc es, In Charge 


The Department of Photography and Printing has been called 
upon, this year, for more work than ever and the employes of 
the department have been temporarily increased to the abso- 
lute capacity of the space available. In the future it would seem 
that some of the work, particularly labels, should be so planned 
as to come in the summer months when the other printing work 
is lighter. 

Since the installation of the special ventilating fan, the work- 
room is more comfortable than ever before in hot weather. 
Before this summer, temperatures upwards of godegrees were not 
uncommon, while this summer they did not exceed 80 degrees. 

Many kinds of work have been done; the number of orders 
completed and the amounts charged being shown approxi- 
mately in the following table:

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DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


Our heating, ventilating and conditioning systems continue to 
give very satisfactory service. This service will not, however, be 
complete until we have installed a de-humidifying apparatus 
which will give us perfect control of the humidity throughout 
the year. I also wish to recommend the installation of an Ozone 
apparatus. 

During the summer we completed the cleaning of the building 
which was started last year. On August 12, Mr. Wade, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, issued an order to the Lundoff- 
Bicknell Company to build a series of Curators’ offices over the 
South Entrance. The work was completed on December 17, the 
total cost being $15,000.00. 

In July the organ motor was moved from its original posi- 
tion over the Rotunda to the basement, in order to eliminate 
the hum and vibration which was a source of annoyance dur- 
ing organ recitals; another advantage is that it can be kept at a 
uniform temperature throughout the year. 

During the summer the cork floor of the auditorium stage 
was replaced with an oak, herring-bone floor. This change was 
requested by the Department of Musical Arts, as the cork floor 
was found to absorb sound. 

The most important piece of repairing done by this depart- 
ment was the re-setting of the Roman mosaic pavement in the 
Garden Court. The mounting and installing of the Athenian 
grave relief, the heads of Lucilla and Aphrodite, the marble 
torso of Apollo, and many other miscellaneous objects were 
attended to. 

There were 167 finished shop orders aggregating $4,622.04. 
Among these were the building of four Kensington type cases, 
two for The Art Institute of Chicago, one for The Museum of 
Fine Arts, Houston, Texas, and one for The Akron Art Insti- 
tute; two gumwood print cabinets with permanent shelves for 
the Print Department; the installing of two gumwood window 
cases for Gallery x11 and removing of exhibition window; one 
partitioned quartered oak cabinet for Textile Study Room, and 
many smaller orders for the various departments. 

This department handled 1,561 shipments, of which 1,274 
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were incoming and 287 outgoing. The necessary men were sup- 
plied to install and dismantle 19 exhibitions during the year, 
also to rearrange the various galleries. This was done in addi- 
tion to the regular routine work. 

The Lunch Room, which has been in operation since the 
opening of the Museum, has continued to prove a source of 
comfort to employees and visitors. Many clubs were served 
with luncheon or afternoon tea. During the year 15,780 patrons 
were served. The Lunch Room was closed during the first two 
weeks of August for repairs and at this time the employees 
were given their vacations. 

The entire Museum was open from 8 to 11 p. m. for receptions 
on May 4, June 5, June 11, and from 4:30 to 7:00 on October 3o. 

The plants in the Garden Court have done fairly well, 
although it is difficult to keep these plants thriving without 
sunlight. Screens installed on the north and south sides of the 
Court skylight have been of great benefit. 

The following force is employed in the Buildings and Grounds 
Department at this time: the superintendent, one assistant, 
one clerk, one stenographer, and one telephone operator; one 
engineer, one assistant engineer, three firemen for winter 
service; twelve custodians; one carpenter, one painter (for part 
time only); six utility men; five porters (one temporary); one 
gardener, one assistant gardener; and in the Lunch Room, one 
chef and one second cook. 

The total expense of operating the department was $62,163.42.

Gentlemen: 

I enclose herewith my report as Treasurer for the fiscal and calendar year 
ending December 31, 1925, which is in the form of four statements or schedules 
as follows: 


Schedule A. Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 
Schedule B. Statement of Operating Expense and Income. 


Schedule C. Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— 
Endowment and other Restricted Funds. 


Schedule D. Combined Statement of all Trust and Endowment 
Funds with purpose for which income is available. 


Schedule B, Operating Expense and Income, shows that using all available 
income for the year, we still lacked $2,902.54 of the amount spent for oper- 
ating expenses, bonus payments, and special appropriations for Library pur- 
chases and for material needed for extension exhibitions. The small Profit and 
Loss account was sadly depleted by this deficit and now stands at only 
$2,517.79, a very small bulwark against a similar drain the coming year. 


This emphasizes the need, to which I called attention a year ago, of either 
largely increasing the General Endowment Fund, or in some other way adding 
to the income available for current expenses. This is, in my opinion, imper- 
ative if the normal growth of the Museum is to continue.
